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DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 12, 15, and 23-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The applicant has amended claims to now require additional co-solvents not taught in the 
prior art of record. The applicant's claim 12 now requires the inclusion of propylene glycol. 
Claim 15 now requires the inclusion of dimethylacetamide. Claim 23 now require the inclusion 
of ethanol and dimethylacetamide. Claims 24 and 25 each require a fluoride compound as well 
as those co-solvents such as propylene glycol and/or dimethylacetamide. 

4. Specifically the combination of carbon dioxide, an additive for removing residues, an 
inhibitor for suppressing residues, and the specific co-solvents described above were not taught 
in the prior art of record. 

5. The examiner has cited US 6558475 Bl and US 5866005 A as being state of the art in 
carbon dioxide cleaning. Although relevant, these reference also fail to disclose those features 
described above.
